| WASHINGTON, March 6.—Presi- 


dent Harding’s first day in the 
White House set a fast record of 
| Presidential activity, and about cov- 
ered the whole range of experiences 


to which chief executives ordinarily 
| fall heir. 

| Besides dispatching his i first 
diplomatic note, he found time to 
inquire into the condition of every 
one of the Government departments, 
| canvass the situation in Congress, 
consider the reorganization of the 
national political machinery of his 
party, dictate a big sheaf of letters, 
‘shake hands with several hundreds 
of his fellow citizens, install a new 
White House mascot, and attend the 
theater. 

Visitors Flock to White House 

While he was at work, an order he 
issued yesterday, opening the White 
House gates to the public, gave a 
new touch of life to the executive of- 
fices and grounds. For the first 
time in months visitors flocked in 
hundreds to the White House doors 
-and into the receiving room of the 
President's office, presenting a pic- 
ture in striking contrast to the 
quietude of the closing days of the 
Wilson administration. 

Mr. Harding’s work day began 
early. Before 8 o'clock he was at his 
desk and wading through the first 
batch of mall. After an hour’s dic- 
tation be began a succession of con- 
ferences with his newly installed 
cabinet officials, and kept to an un- 
‘broken schedule of appointments 
with members of his official family 
‘and others until 1:30, when he took 
an hour for lunch with members of 
his familly. 

In the afternoon he and Mra. 
, Harding held their first reception in 

the east room, standing. for more 
than two hours, while guests, invited 
and uninvited, passed in line.

When he was asked by Pre- 
mier Giolitti to accept the post of Ambassador in 
Washington he was already familiar with the 
American Constitution, and the first thing he did 
was to go into the Senate library and call for 
the Constitutions of all the states of the Union. 
He devoted 40 days to intense study of these, and 
his intimate friends say he now knows them al] 
thoroughly. 

“New York is where I intend to spend most of 
my time,” he said. “Washington is, of course. 
the official residence of our Ambassador. but |

Of the 2814 commercial ships passing through 
the Panama Canal in 1920, 1414 went from At- 
lantic to Pacific and 1400 from Pacific to At- 
lantic. 

The cargo handled by commercial ships from 
Atlantic to Pacific through the canal amounted 
to 5,269,350 tons; and that from Pacific to At- 
lantic to 5,966,769 tons. The total was 11,236,119 
tons. 

Of the 2814 commercial vessels using the 
canal during 1920, the leading nationalities 
were as follows: The United States ships num- 
bered 1281, or 45.5 per cent of the total; the 
British ships numbered 867, or 30.8 per cent of 
the total; the Japanese, 122, or 5 per cent; Nor- 
wegian, 111, or 3.9 per cent. 

As among areas between which cargo was 
shipped, the greatest traffic was from the west 
coast of South America to the east coast of the 
United States. It amounted to 1,447,849 tons, 
and was one-fourth of all the cargo passing 
through the cana]! from Pacific to Atlantic and 
one-eighth of all the cargo handled through 
the canal during the year. 

The routing next in order in quantity of cargo 
was from the Atlantic Coast of the United States 
.o the Far East (Japan, China, Philippines, 
Straits Settlements, etc.). It aggregated 1,350,- 
273 tons, or 6.7 per cent less than the cargo 
from the west coast of South America to the 
United States. It was slightly over one-fourth 
of the total cargo from Atlantic to Pacific and 
slightly less than one-eighth of all the cargo 
passing through the Canal] in both directions. 

Third in order was the route from the west 
coast of South America to Europe. Over this 
there passed 1,062,702 tons. This was over one- 
sixth of all cargo from Pactfice to Atlantic and 
over one-eleventh of all cargo handled through 
the canal in the year. 

Over each of these three routings there were 
handled more than 1,000,000 tons of cargo, tn 
the one direction. 

The fourth routing, in amount of cargo, was 
from the east coast of the United States to the 
west coast of South America, 893.393 tons. The 
fifth was from the west coast of the United 
States to Europe, 749,447 tons: and the sixth 
was from the Atlantic Coast of Mexico to the 
west coast of South America, 659,777 tons, prin- 
cipally fuel oil.

THE HIGHWAY ENGINEERS CAN HELP. 


| From the Rallway Age. 
HATEVER the uncertainties of the future 


that may jeopardize the success of private” 


undertakings at the present time, they can have 


‘but Httle influence on public projects, such as 
highway construction, in the various states. Thus, 
' while uncertainties as to the future may consti- 
tute legitimate reasons for deferring shipments in 
certain commercial] lines, there can be no Hike 
justification for delaying the transportation of 
materials used in highway construction, and few 
realize what an immense tonnage could be given 
to the railroads if this work were undertaken at 
'once in a volume commensurate with the plans 
outlined for the coming season. 

Thus, Illinois has projects for 600 miles of new 
and hold-over construction, while Pennsylvania 
proposes to build 700 miles. At the rate of 100 
carloads of material per mile of road, the work 
in prospect in these two states alone represents 

/ 130,000 carloads to be handled by the railroads 
|some time during the coming season. The plans 
for all this work may not all be completed, but 
it is true beyond. all question that a very large 
| part of it will be carried out. Therefore, the 
highway construction programs impose on the 
'railroads a very definite freight business that 
must and will be handled some time during the 
present year. 

Just when this business will be offered to the 
railroads depends on the decision of the estates’ 
highway executives. The hauling can be de- 
| layed until the summer months, when the rall- 
roads may be again pressed to the limit of thelr 
capacities, or it may be done during the present 
period of surplus transportation, with many thou- 
sands of cars available for immediate use. 
prompts the suggestion that railway officers ap- 
peal consistently to highway engineers to exer- 
cise their influence for the early letting of con- 
tracts and the movement of materials. In ne 
field is the opportunity for prompt action more 
favorable. Most atates now permit the payment

It is considered 
that had Baron von Lersner, representing the old 
school, and not Herr Erzberger, representing the 
transitional, been in charge on the German side 
during the negotiations the ‘history of the next 
few months would have been written differ- 
ently. 

A refusal to sign and a continual retreat before 
the allied armies would not necessarly, according 
to this view, have involved much additional 
slaughter; the German army had not then suffi- 
cient fit divisions to do much fighting. An al- 
lied occupation of Berlin would have followed; 
but this, the monarchists think, would have led 
to the establishment of order, and, by bringing 
food and relief in its train, would have produced 
greater contentment and checked any tendency 
to revolutionary excess. We all know that the 
Germans do not dislike the allied occupation of 
the Cologne area, and that conditions have been 
more comfortable there than anywhere else. 

The possibility that an allied advance into Ger- 
many would have entailed great loss of life is 
scouted; the question is asked: “Would there 
have been so much as there subsequently was in 
the revolutionary struggles in the Ruhr region 
and elsewhere?”

Bismarck’s resignation was a sensation which 
did not bring any popularity to the Kaiser. The 
Iron Chancellor, after his dismissal, retired to 
Friedrichsruh, where he wrote bitter criticisms 
of the Government for a Hamburg paper. 

In 1894 there was a formal reconciliation be- 
tween Bismarck and the Kaiser, but it is doubt- 
ful if it were anything more than outward show.

When Buying Comes. 

While, therefore, on the surface 
there is nothing to enthuse about tn 
business conditions the situation is 
developing in a perfectly norma! way 
and there is not the slightest reason 
to aiter the view that bottom was 
struck two months ago. A trade 
movement’ which went down 
badly as that of last autumn does 
not suddenly rush to the other ex- 
treme. There must always intervene 
& resting spell, during which consum- 
ers get used to and gain confidence 
readjusted price level and 
make up their minds that the price 
cutting has gone as far as it pos- 
sibly can. The keynote of an in- 
terval of this sort is caution which 
shows itself in so-called hand-to- 
mouth buying and there should be 
nothing surprising or depressing be-

One thing I!{s certain 
and that is that when new buying 
once starts it spreads very rapidly. 
It is like a stock market witha large 
short interest and a still larger in- 
vestment demand only awalting the 
proof that the turn has come.

These People keep talk- 
ing public dance hall, but in reality 
they are aiming at dancing as an 
institution.

It is the voung men and wom- 
en who depend on the public dances 
for recreation who wit! have to sub- 
mit to police censorship. The rich 
are exempt. Nobody can go into 
their clubs_to tap them on the 
shoulder. They can do as they please. 
“Much nas been made here of the 
‘dance hall evil,’ in connection with 
the Ellis sender case. That has been 
used as an argument against the 
dance hall. I dare say anybody can 
remember instances where men have 
killed women whom they met at 
church.

Ministers Don't Help. 

“In my 15 years of experience ifn 
conducting public dance halls I never 
vet have had a minister come to me 
with a helpful suggestion about reg- 
ulating dancing. I never yet have 
received a request from a minister 
for permission to speak to patrons 
of my dance halla. We would wel- 


come having a minister come to the. 
Arcadia and make a 10-minute talk | 
to the dancers any time—and we can | 


guarantee him a congregation of 
3000, which is larger, I suspect, than 
the average minister preaches to 

“There ts a great deal of talk here 
about certain dance steps, particu- 
larivy the ‘toddle.” Well, styles in 
dancing change, just as do styles in 
clothing. A year from now the ‘tod- 
die’ will be forgotten, and they'll be 
doing something else. As a matter 
of fact, St. Louis is'the home of the 
‘toddle.” It is just getting started in 
New York. 

“People who don't know what 
they are talking about, speak as i¢ 
certain steps were particularly im- 
moral That's bosh.

HE insignificance of the sun, 
moon and earth, as compared in 
size with other heavenly bodies, 
is emphasized with startling 
clearness by the latest invention 


of Prof. A. A. Michelson, the emi- 
nent physicist of the University 
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of Chicago. 

The human race, which for thousands of 
years fondly believed their little solar system 
to be the center of the physical universe, but 
later unwillingly revised that opinion, can now 
be assured that neither the earth nor the 
flaming sun itself is even visible from great 
stars which scientists are measuring, and 
which are proving to be of prodigious size. 

Experts, working under Prof. Michelson’s 
direction, have just computed the diameter of 
Alpha Orionis, a star in the constellation of 
Orion, which, except among astronomers, is 
usually called Betelgeuse. Using the new in- 
vention, they found that Alpha, or Betelgeuse, 
is 300,000,000 miles in diameter, or 300 times 
as large in diameter as the sun. And since the 
mass of the sun is about 332,000 times greater 
than that of the earth, the relative sizes of 
Alpha Orionis and old earth can be seen easily. 

Figures like these are hardly to be grasped 
by the mind until they have been put into 
everyday terms. The diameter stated above 
means that Alpha has a_ circumference of j 
more than 900,000,000 miles. A railroad train

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Orionis, or Betelgeuse, as compared with the solar system. 
Upon the huge bulk of Alpha (300,000,000 miles in diame- 
ter), the artist has imposed the sun (less than 1,000,000 
miles in diameter) at the middle of Alpha, surrounded ' 
by the successive orbits of the planets Mercury and 
Venus, then the Earth and its satellite moon, and 
finally, the orbit of the planet Mars.

She is an orphan, now 24 years 
old, who was reared by the Ingersol fam- 
iilv, and being the only woman remaining 
in the honsehbcld, she keeps house for the 
farmer and the hands. Besides making 
the round of her traps, the nearest two 
miles away, every day, she is an excel- 
iemt housekeeper, as a glance arcund will 
show, and she does all the milking and 
countless other tasks devolving upon the 
woman on the farm. The men, the 
final court of criticism in this. matter, 
say she is a fine cook.

fF ANYONE in the picture business had predicted six months ago that a Ger- 
man-made film, with an unknown star and a ° 
the biggest money maker in America, he would have been regarded as plain 
crazy. For not only were European-made films regarded as distinctly inferior 
tO AMerican-made picture plays, but it was not believed that a German fi!m 
eould be presented here without risk of offending millions of patriotic Ameri- 
cans. Furthermore, the presentation of any picture play. no matter how excel- 
lent, with a star whose name meant absoluteiy nothing tw the American public, seemed 
the height of folly as far as showmanship was concerned. And to cap the climax. even 
the most reckless gambiers in the motion picture game would not bave risked a dollar 
on a costume play. For while it is a truism that nobody knows what filmgvers want, 


it is generally conceded that they don't want costume 


But despite the fact that “Passion,” as the German-made costume play. with Pola 
Negri as its star, is called, violated all the rules of motion picture exploitation, it has 


turned out to be the movie sensation of the season. 
York, where it was first presented and where it was 
shown for two weeks instead of the usual seven-day en- 
zagement, it broke all house records, playing to approxi- 
mately $120,000 in a fortnight. In fact, it even eclipsed 
the attendance records made the week before when 
Douglas Fairbanks in “The Mark of Zorro” was the 
attraction. and which gave movie statisticians record- 
breaking figures to juggle with. And, what is more to 
the point, since the Capitol is merely one theater, it 
hae attracted record-breaking crowds everywhere else 
it has been shown. 

According to several well posted film men in the 
distributing end of the business, “Passion” will gross 
a million dollars or more within the year. This means 
that it will easily take rank with the five or six biggest 
money makers. if it does not actually surpass all of 
them. And what is even more surprising is that this 
film was bought “for a song.” 

In its original form—in Germany—it was known as 
“Du Barry.” and, of course, had German titles, as the 
explanatory text is technically termed. I[t was pur- 
chased for $15,000 by the European agent of an Ameri- 
can film company. At the time it was considered a 
ridiculous purchase, not only for the reasons given at 
the beginning of this article, but because an American- 
made picture dealing with the same subject had earned 
more in certain parts of Europe than it had. And so, 
when it was resold to the First National--one of the 
big American distributing concerns—for $30,000, its for- 
mer owner was as highly congratulated as the pur- 
chasing company was sympathized with for such reck- 
leas business methods. 

Today the success of “Passion” is history. For.his- 
tory is made with amazing rapidity in the motion pic- 
ture business. It is all very well for anyone to say 
that its enormous popularity was assured because it 
was an excellent picture. Many other “excellént” 
pictures, as well acted and with photography far su- 
perior to the photography of this German-made film, 
have never made a dollar. All of which goes to show 
that when a showman can hit upon “what the public 
wants” there's millions in it. 

For those who regard the movies as the domain 0 
the proletariat, it might be said that “Passion,” de- 
spite its banal but money-luring title, is one of the 
very few pictures that does not insult the intelligence 
of an educated person. It is not without some flaws— 
some anachronisms, for instance—but it tells an inter- 
esting and dramatic story in a straightforward fash- 
ion. And what is most remarkable, it tells the story 
in pictures and not in titles. In fact, it is so excellent 
in this respect that the titles could be dispensed with— 
which is the highest tribute one can pay to a picture 
play. As for the acting in it, Pola Negri, the Polish- 
born player who enacts the role of Du Barry, is the 
equal of any of our gelatine stars, and the supporting 
company could not have been better. 

It must be stated that the management of the Capi- 
tol Theater did pot have the “nerve” to announce “Pas- 
sion” as a German-made film in advance of its first 
showing. It was billed as a “Continental Film Suc- 
cess” and its star was spoken of as “an international 
artiste.” But the success of the picture brought out 
its German origin and despite the predictions of the 
wiseacres in the film game along Broadway, the truth 
has helped rather than hindered it. 

Of course, “Passion” is not the only picture break- 
ing records this year, although its story is, perhaps, 
more spectacular than any of the others. “Way Down 
East,” its promoters say, is playing to the biggest re- 
ceipts in the history of the motion picture business.

At the Capitol Theater in New 


Not long ago it was 
playing in no less than 
14 first-class theaters 
in various cities, to an 
average weekly  Dbusi- 
ness in excess of $20,000. 
In New York it has 
played for months to 
capacity audiences at a $2.50 scale, smashing all rec- 
ords made by “The Birth of a Nation” and 
other Griffith pictures, which are shown. at reg- 
ular theater prices. That “Way Down East” will 
million dollars within the twelvemonth ts an- 

And even then it will not have been seen 
@ great maas of the film-going public, for, unlike 

assion,’’ which is being shown in motion picture the- 
aters at prices ranging from 25 to 75 cents, “Way 
Down East” is being exhibited like a first-class dra- 
matic attraction. 

According to D. W. Griffith, it cost $800,000 to pro- 
duce “Way Down East.” One would never guess it 
from seeing the film. 

“Way Down East” is far from an artistic achieve- 
ment, and nobody knows it better than Mr. Griffith. 
However, there is no occasion to quarrel with him for 
its utter banality for the reason that he is using the 
money to produce a new picture based on another of 
Thomas Burke's stories from “Limehouse Nights.” 

The most artistic and in every way the finest 
achievement of the movies last year was “Hroken 
Blossoms,” which Mr. Griffith made from Thomas 
Burke's story, “The Chink and the Child.” It received 
unstinted praise from the leading critica everywhere, 
and in New York it broke al) records by the fact that 
the public paid $3.30 a seat to see it. Hut outside of 
New York it failed to please the public. Mr. Griffith 
sold the picture outright to the United Artists’ Cor- 
poration and, of course, got back more than the cost of 
production, but as a money maker “Broken Blossoms" 
was an unqualified failure. 

Another of the biggest money makere of the last 
year was “The Miracle Man,” which was produced 
under the direction of George Loan Tucker. It did 
not cost more than $50,000 and it has already grossed 
more than a million. Rivaling “The Miracle Man” as 
a winner was “Humoresque,” which was an inexpen- 
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sively made picture, without a star or even a featured 
player. It made a strong appeal to Jewish hilmecers, 
but was highly praised by manv critics for its realisia 
and so-called “Duman interest 

Two other films that will gross more than a mil 
hon within a year from their first release: date are 
“Male and Female,” a film version of Sir James 
Matthew Barrie's “The Admirable Crichton.” and “W hy 
Change Your -Wife”” Both of these pictures were 
costly affairs, probably $200,000 being expenfied on 
each of them: They are not at all remarkable as ex 
amples of the modern photoplay ln fact, “Male and 
Female” was a most inartistic version of Barrie's 
masterpiece. But they proved-—and are still proving 
very popular with the filmgoing public all over the 
country. 

Sir James is said to have been heartbroken when he 
saw how his great play had been manhandled and dis 
torted by DeMille, but anyone who saw it could not 
help being shocked by the utter destruction of the 
Original idea and its absurd tithe However, there is 
no accounting for the taste of the filmgoing public 

With the exception of Douglas Fairbanks, none of 
the famous American film stars had any record-break- 
ing pictures last year. Charlie Chaplin, for instance, 
Wasnt seen in a single new picture. Mary Pickford’s 
pictures all made money, but her “Suds was disap- 
pointing, even from a box office standpoint. The last 
Fairbanks picture—“The Mark of Zorro,” which was 
released in December —broke all previous records at 
the Capitol Theater, attracting nearly 100,000 people in 
a single week. And there is no question that it will 
ross more than a million within the next few mouths 
In fact, it is one of the outstanding pictures of the 
year. 

Naturally, hundreds of other pictures have been 
produced, and scores of them have grossed huge sunis, 
while others (a smaller number) have chalked up huge 
losses. “Earthbound,’’ a much-advertised picture deal 
ing with spiritism, which attracted considerable at 
tention on Broadway, failed to interest the filmgoing 
public in the smaller communities. Many former fa 
mous stars have gone into the discard because of poor 
vehicles, while many newcomers have won enormous 
popularity because their pictures appealed to the fickle 
public that attends our so-called “temples of motion 
picture art.” But the outstanding picture, star and 
money maker of the day is the German-made *‘Pas- 
sion,’’ with the hitherto unknown Pola Nigri as its 
stellar player. 

The film itself contains nothing that is new to the 
American producer from a photographic standpoint. 
But it is produced with thoroughness and the details 
are carefully executed. In New York, a novel feature 
was the introduction of a “living prologue,’ showing a 
group of French aristocrats dancing the minuet. The 
music is interrupted by the blare of the ‘Marseillaise”’ 
from trumpets outside and a revolutionary mob from 
ihe Paris streets breaks in upon the scene. Many 
might suppose that thie scene from the living stage 
would affect the film that follows.

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How Racehorse, Taken for a .plOU Poker Debt, 


Was Medium of $40,000 Betting Coup Here 


Death of George C. Wright, veteran 
turfman and racing official, recalls 
“killing” cof nearly half century ago 
when he took a_ thoroughbred, 
supposedly ungovernable, and won 
large sums in the old Cote Bril- 
liante racing pools with him 3 


OW one of the noted betting coups on 
the turf of the Middle West was success- 
fully engineered in the late ‘70s, with 
the horse John Davis as a medium, was 
recalled on Feb. 7 by the death in this 
city of George C. Wright, veteran stock- 
man, lifelong turfman and a former offi- 
cial at the various race tracks here. 

Winnings which were considered large for the time 
were scored in the pools after Wright had taken the 
horse, John Davis, from Capt. John S. Shaw, a steam- 
boat owner of the time, in payment for a debt of $150, 
incurred in a friendly poker game. The horse was sup- 
posed to be fast, but entirely unmanageable, and when 
Wright agreed to accept the animal in lieu of the $150, 
Capt. Shaw was only too glad to make the bargain. 


A short time before his death Wright, whose home 
on Magnolia avenue and Thirty-ninth street, opposite 
Tower Grove Park, was long a gathering place for 
horsemen, told how he had persuaded the unruly ani- 
mal to run kindly, how he had taken him to Louis- 
ville and discovered that he was a really great horse 
and how he then brought him to St. Louis and, with a 
coterie of friends, captured pool after pool on the 
races at the old Cote Brilliante track. Professional 
bookmaking as it now exists was not practiced at the 
track in those days and the difference in the style of 
wagering enabled the party to keep their bets more 
secret than would have been possible today. 


Although the total won here probably did not ex- 
ceed $40,000, that was regarded as a huge sum in those 
days, before such plungers as Riley Grannan, Pittsburg 
Phil and John J. Ryan were dreamed of. Money won 
here was largely taken from tbe pools organized each 
night in the lobby of the old Southern Hotel, and so 
successfully did the bettors conceal their movements 
that John Davis started 
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horse than violence. Wright had “sat in” with 
Capt. Shaw of St. Charles in one of the friend- 
ly games that used to prevail in Lupe’s bar 
at Broadway and Olive in-those days. Capt. Shaw, 
whose interest in thoroughbreds had been devel- 
oped by close association with Col. Charles H. Hunt, 
an intimate friend, remarked in the course of the game 
that he had a thoroughbred of magnificent build and 
high speed, but that he could do nothing with the 
animal. ; 

“He will fight the groom, suh; he'll fight the boy who 
rides him and, if we do succeed in getting him on the 
track, he'll jump the fence or bolt through the first 
gate,” remarked the Captain. 

Wright's suggestion that gentle methods might make 
the animal more tractable was received with derision, 
and the man-eating qualities of the horse were dwelt 
upon. Fresh from a conference with Harper, wherein 
the latter had shown the success of his own methods, 
this nettled Wright, and he offered to take the horse 
for the amount coming to him on his poker chips. 
Shaw was banker at the

Wright's story, as told 
to a friend, is of interest 
as showing how he profit- 
ed by the example of John 
Harper, the well-known 
Kentucky turfman and a 
warm, personal friend of 
his own, in breaking away 
from the time-honored 
training systems that ex- 
isted in those days. The 
day of four mile heats had 
not passed at that period, 
and many a horse, who 
would have been of great 
Value at a time when 
shorter races prevailed, 
was condemned as worth- 
less because he could not 
stand the gruelling strug- 
gle over a long distance of 
ground. 

Old John Harper, whose 
great horse, Longfellow, 
had beén a leading per- 


game and accepted the 
. ; proposal. 

The new owner quickly 
found he had a difficult 
proposition on his hands. 
But he applied Harper's 
method of reasoning. 

“I knew that horses 
sometimes get what is 
called track sore,” he said, 
in relating the story a 
short time ago. “That is, 
they get sick and tired of 
being put through a mo- 
notonous grind of gallop- 
ing over the same track 
every day. A high-strung 
horse will sometimes rebel 
and take a violent dislike 
to a certain track. Once 
he gets this dislike in his 
head, all the punishment 
in the world won't get it 
out of him. 

“I took John Davis down 
the river by “boat, as the 
racing season at Louisville 
was approaching. There 
were plenty of grassy lanes 
in the thoroughbred estab- 


former in Kentucky, took 
that animal East in 1871 
and startled the turf world 
by winning the Saratoga 
Cup from Henry Bassett and capturing the Mon- 
mouth Cup at the old Monmouth Park track 
the following year. Harper always made a pet of 
Longfellow and until the horse showed his great ability 
his methods were derided by trainers of the old school, 
who believed in breaking a horse by main force and 
putting him through training of the most punishing 
sort. 

Wright had profited by Harper's statement that a 
really game thoroughbred horse, once his fighting spirit 
was aroused, would die under punishment rather than 
yield. This was the very spirit that made them fight 
out races to the last ounce, he contended, and gentle- 
ness would often succeed better with a high-strung 
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If brushed by a twig, he would throw his 
head up impatiently. 


lishments of those days 
where a horse could be ex- 
ercised, instead of on the 
track. I noticed that the 
horse, although distrustful of men because of his con- 
stant ill-treatment, did not seem naturally vicious. He 
was merely high-etrung and nervous. 

“His boy could handle him fairly well, but the ani- 
mal worked himself into a frenzy on the track. He 
would either try to plunge through thé rails, or, if he 
consented to gallop, would bolt and run wide on every 
turn. Yet in his kindly intervals he showed astonish- 
ing speed. 

“At that time, Aristides had won the first Kentucky 
Derby. He had run the distance in 2:373-4. But he 
had worked out for that race in 2:36, remarkable time 
for that period. One day when John Davis consented 
to rum kindly, I had the boy take him over the mile 


He left that bunch so far behind that his boy checked him at the end. 


and one-half route. In spite of running wide on the 
turn he made the distance in 2:36 and I knew I had a 
great horse, if I could get him to run properly. 

“In sizing up his case, I decided the first thing to 
do was to get the track out of his mind. So I worked 
him entirely in the lanes outside of Churchill 
Downs. He improved in temper and lost much of his 
nervousness. But I noticed that his nose seemed ex- 
tremely sensitive. If it was so much as brushed by a 
twig as he passed a clump of underbrush, he would 
throw his head up impatiently. He did not like to be 
touched anywhere around the head. ‘ 

“I thought this might be turned to profit. I gave 
the boy a light, flexible switch and told him to hold 
it in such fashion that he could flick John Davis over 
the nose with it if he attempted to swerve at the 
turns. 

“ “Keep your hands on the reins, so that John Davis 
won't know you're hitting him,’ I told the boy, ‘but 
carry this switch in your right hand, and, if he tries to 
run out on the turn, just twist your wrist so as to snap 
him across the nose.’ 

“The plan warked to perfection. John Davis ran 
more kindly than usual, but on the far turn swerved 
obliquely across the track. The boy instantly twisted 
his wrist and snapped the end of the switch sharply 
against the outer side of the horse's nose. John Davis 
tossed his head impatiently, snorted and swerved back 
to the inner rail. 

“We tried him out at intervals and found he seemed 
no longer track sore. Every time he tried to swerve 
in these gallops the boy would flick him with the 
switch. John Davis never seemed to suspect that his 
rider was the cause of this irritation and, in his equine 
mind, probably formed the impression that the outer 
edge of the track was lined with underbrush that 
threatened to sting his nose. He commenced to hug 


the inner rail and in a short time he would take his» 


exercise in kindly fashion. 

“I put him in a minor purse at Louisville and his 
erratic disposition was so well known that he was 
held as a member of the field. I bought his chances 
and those of two or three worthless animals for a few 
dollars. John Davis won with ease. 

“Newspapers handled few race returns in those days 
and telegraphic reports of any but the most important 
races were unknown. I put John Davis on the next 
boat, bound for St. Louis, and we had him here before 
news of his victory arrived. I entered him at the old 
Abbey track at Cote Brilliante, where his arrival was 
greeted with smiles. He was too well known in this 
part of the country. In the pools sold at the old 
Southern Hotel and at Dick Roche's place he was 
coupled with another horse in the field. Col. Hunt, 
Capt. Shaw and a few of my friends went around and 
quietly bought up the field in several of the $1000 limit 
pools. They got them for an average of $30 or $10 and 
the money ran close to $2000 in each pool. They were 
in five or six such pools and we would have plunged 


more heavily, but they were still uncertain about the 
horse. 


“John Davis had actually seemed to thrive on the 


trip. Change of scene and travel seemed to appeal to 
him instead of causing him to break out in nervous 
sweats, as it affects so many horses. His disposition 
was still sulky, but I told his boy to sit absolutely still 
on him and not make a move—not even if another 
horse passed him. I told him to let the horse choose 
his own gait, regardless of how the race was run.

“There were good horses in the race, but, as the 
custom of a slow early pace prevailed in those days, it 
Was no trouble for John Davis to take the lead. He 
went round the first two turns smoothly enough, with 
the boy watching closely and with switch ready in 
case he attempted to bolt. But John Davis remem- 
bered what had occurred when he swerved before and 
kept close to the inner rail. On the backstretch a 


_borse got close to him and he pinned back his ears. I 


thought he might prop himself and trv to savazce the 
other horse, but he decided to run instead. And he 
surely ran' He left that bunch so far behind that his 
boy checked him at the end, regardless of instructions, 
to keep him from winning too far away. 

“Two days later we put him in with a better field. 
Again he was grouped with the outsiders, as most 
persons thought he had won by a fluke. We again 
bet rather conservatively and again won. The third 
time John Davis was*sold as one of the choices in the 
pools and his quality was well known. But we had 
cleaned up what was a fortune in those daya—about 
$40,000. 

“As an indication of what $49,000 meant on the tirf 
in those days, you must remember that when a syndi- 
cate of turfmen bought Rayon D'Or in England a short 
time later and brought him to this country at a cost 
of $49,000 for all expenses, the turf world was aghast. 
August Belmont later bought the horse. Years later 
when horses like Tremont and Lamplighter sold for 
$25,000, the price aroused comment. Our winnings 
meant more than severa! times that sum would do 
today. ; 

“It was one of the big coups of the period, even if the 
proceeds were divided among several of us. At a time 


when river gambling still prevailed, however. and when 
fortunes changed hands in poker games on the boats, 
it passed practically unnoticed. But it was by paying 
attention to old John Harper's theory that I was able 
to bring the horse around.” 

Wright was manager of the old Madison track from 
1892 to its close, managed the old South Side track 
when that was operated by electric light and served 
as timer at the Kinloch course in 1902. 


How persons desiring to warer on horse races put 
up their money in those days is well recalled by John 
Duffy of 3633 Page boulevard, himself a well-known 
horseman of the time. He celebrated his 1th birtb- 
day June 24 last, but his faculties are unimpaired and 
he rerollects perfectly the horse and its owners. 


“John Davis was often supposed to be the property of 
Col. Charlies L. Hunt,” he said, ‘because when Capt. 
Shaw was down the river on his recylar boat trips the 
horse used to be cared for in the Hunt stables. John 
Davis was a big, upstanding chestnut gelding and was a 
good horse at two miles and two miles and one-quar- 
ter. He won several heat races, but his specialty was 
the cup distance—-the two and one-fourth mile route. 
He was named for John H. Davis, trainer of Capt. 
John S. Shaw. 

“There were no handbooks and there were few book- 
makers in those days. Individual] bets between inter- 
ested persons gradually developed bookmaking in En- 
glish fashion here, but at this time pool selling was 
the universal means of wagering. Pools were sold the 
evening before the race and also were sold at the track. 

“The lobby of the old Southern Hotel—this wags be- 
fore the fire which destroved that structure in 1S76— 


was the chief pool-selling center. The auctioneer was 
named Underwood and he used to call for bids on a 
horse. in a pool at which the limit was set at $1009, 
that sum was usually paid for the chances of the horse 
most favored to win. The one liked next best would 
bring probably $500. Another might bring $400. and 
so on. If three or four horses were not conceded much 
chance, they were grotped and sold as the ‘field. As 
800N as one pool was completed, another was started. 
The same procedure was followed at the track. As can 
be seen, this did not leave much room for the smaller 
bettors. But a crude system of figuring odds developed 
-——if the first choice sold for $1000 and the other horses 
brought $2000 as a total, the odds against the favorite 
were accepted as 2 to 1 and bets were made on this 
basis. 

“Bookmaking really got its start in St. Louis that 
way. In England, of course, it had long existed, but 
there it was usually.conducted on the credit system. 
Dick Roche was the first man to realize that this mul- 
titude of email bettors would like someone to lay the 
odds shown in the pools. Of course, he shaded them 
to give himself a percentage. His place in what was 
later Known as Pool Alley, in the alley between Pine 
and Olive streets, and near Seventh, made him a for- 
tune. When he made about $500,000 he decided St. 
Louis was too smal] for him and went to New York. 
They took all his money away from him there. 

“Individual betting among gentiemen was permired 
at Jim Lupe’s, on Olive street, just east of Broadway. 
He had a restaurant and saloon there, with one en- 
trance leading through to Broadway. The higher class 
bettors went there to place their money.  They-usually 
bet with friends.”

precision. The maximum error was "1 of a second. 

Put into the language of the market place, it was 
like measuring the head of a pin more than 1{) miles 
away. For the exceedingly small angle subtended by 
the two stars as a chord was roughly equa! to that 
which would be subtended by the bead of a pin at 
somewhat over 1()0 miles. 

A brief description of Prof. Michelson’s instrument 
is as follows: The mirror of an eight-foot telescope 
is obscured by an opaque cap with slits adjustable 
in width and distance apart. When the telescope 1s 
focused on a star, instead of the stars image appearing 
on the mirror there appears a series of interference 
bands, arranged at equa! distances apart and parallel 
to the two slits. With the slits properly adjusted, a 
distance between them is finally attained at which the 
fringes disappear. A simple formula then gives the 
angle of the subtended star, and when this angle and 
the distance of the star from the earth are known, its 
diameter can easily be figured. 

Alpha is a star of the first magnitude, but from 
Alpha, say the astronomers, our earth and our sun 
must be quite invisible. If Alpha were as close to the 
earth as the sun is, its brilliant surface would fill out 
the whole visible heavens. 

Scientists point out that the new method of measure- 
ment must necessarily be based upon the splitting up 
of Meht. for the ray of light which we get from a fixed 
star is all we have to deal with, because at such enor- 
mous distances there is no visible disk to deal with, 
as in the case of Venus and other planets. 

“In the case of a star,” says one authority, “the most 
powerful telescope shows only a point of light without 
magnitude: to measure the breadth of this: lustrous 
beam was the task undertaken by Michelson. J 

The accuracy of the new method is such that it is 
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said to measure to a 1-10,000th part of a second of arc, 
which means an accuracy of .000,000 00 485 or, as stat- 
ed above, measuring the head of a pin at a distance 
of 1000 miles 

But it is pointed out, also, that whatever the accuracy 
of the new method of measuring the arc subtended by a 
star, the calculation of its real diameter musi be af- 
fected by the large margin of uncertainty in regard to 
its distance from the earth. 

“In only a few cases, relatively,” says the same 
authority, “has it been possible to calculate the dis- 
tance of a fixed star from its apparent d.splacement 
or parallax as the earth moves in ia orbit about the 
sun This margin of error is so great that an abso- 
lutely perfect measurement of the apparent diameter 
could, in the nature of the case, give but a rough ap- 
proximation of the true size of a star.” 

Orion is the greatest of all the constellations, with 
115 stars visible to the naked eye, according to Rev. 
Martin S Brennan, St. Louis astronomer and pastor of 
the Church of SS. Mary and Joseph, in Carondelet. 
Alpha, or Betelgeuse, and Rigel are stars of the first 
magnitude, while the three stars foaming the “belt,” 
or “girdle,” of Orion are stars of the second magnitude. 
Father Brennan said the announcement that a way 
has been perfected to ascertain the “real diameter” of 
stars was of profound interest to all astronomers. 

In a seientific announcement of such importance as 
Prof. Michelson’s, it is natura] to inquire into the 
standing and past achievements of the scientist con- 
cerned. In this case they are about the most corrobo- 
ratory possible. For Prof. Michelson is one of the fore- 
most scientists in the world. In 1907 he was awarded 
the Nobel prize for physics, and is the only American 
who ever achieved that honor. 

While Prof. Michelson has made numerous scien-

second. The maximum error in this figure does not ex- 
ceed one-fortieth of one per cent. The accuracy of this 
may be better judged when it-is stated that, although 
light travels at a speed equivalent to more than seven 
times the distance around the earth per second, the 
maximum error of Prof. Michelson’s figures does not 
exceed the distance a man could walk in a single day 


In order to solve the problem of the earth's rigidity, 
Prof. Michelson invented a.most marvelous instrument, 
which he called the “interferometer.” This instru- 
ment is 50 times more powerful than an absolutely 
perfect microscope would be. The microscope's power 
is limited by the length of a light wave: and the 
smallest distance it can reveal is one-half a wave 
leneth, or one-one hundredthousandth of an inch By 
utilizing the properties of light in another manner, the 
interferometer can reveal distance equal to the one- 
fivemillionth of an inch.

one of the cars even has a bath tub. Only the upper 
berths on one side are used for sleeping, with the 
space beneath converted into clothes closets. The sec- 
tions on the other side have been converted by parti- 
tions into study rooms for the occupants of the berths. 

While the courses in domestic science and agricul- 
ture are the corner stone of the “self-help” idea at the 
college, it nevertheless remains a real college, with 
the usual_courses in higher education. For the stu- 
dents who have not had early advantages, and many 
such come to Blackburn, there is a thorough four 
years’ academic, or preparatory, course. And the col- 
lege classes do the regular freshman and sophomore 
work of institutions which grant degrees. 

The college also helps its students to get employ- 
ment during the summer vacations, to aid with the 
expenses of the next school year. It is surprising how 
they succeed, even among the girls. One young wom- 
an, for example, entered Blackburn College four years 
azo with just $100 in cash, or less than the cash pay- 
ment for one year. She is still there, and nearly ready 
to zraduate. 

The case of another girl illustrates how tactful as- 
sistance may be, if the donor wills it so. This gir! 
receives the discarded dresses of a wealthy woman and 
“makes over” the garments for her own use. The girl 
does not know the name of the woman, nor the woman 
the name of the girl.. The first owner of the clothes 
takes them to a minister, who sends them on to the 
girl. He, of course, knows who both the persons are, 
but has kept the little secret well. 

“Phe girl always has a harder time than the boy,” 
said Dr. Hudson. “We are particularly interested in 


helping the girls, and, of course, they get the prefer- 
ence in positions which could be filled by either boy 
or girl.” : 

Many of the girls have obtained temporary positions 
in nearby homes, receiving $10 a week and expenses. 
This money is of great assistance when they return to 
college, to take up their studies again. But this is only 
“small change” compared with what the boys do, some- 
times. 

Last summer, during an unauthorized strike in the 
yards of the Chicago & Alton, 16 of the Blackburn 
boys went to work as firemen and switchmen in the 
yards, at an average pay of $10 a day, and saved large 
sums of money. One young man, for example, was 
away from school for 94 days, worked 93 days at an 
average of $10.05 a day and brought back over $800 
which he had saved. 

In fact, he and several others brought back so much 
money that the college regretfully decided the boys 
were no longer poor enough to attend Blackburn Col- 
lege, and told them to resume their studies in other 
schools and make room for poorer boys at Blackburn. 

In 1912 the college had an endowment of $107,000, 
and was described as “a much discouraged institution 
of learning.” The students numbered 35, of whom only 
two lived outside of Macoupin County. Next year the 
college spent $25,000 on improvements and equip- 
ment to start the “self-help” idea, and since then has 
had a steady growth. 

The endowment fund has increased to almost $475,000 
and the number of students is 138, which is the maxi- 
mum accommodation. Last year, 177 were turned away, 
because the college did not have room for them. Dr. 
Hudson says about 1500 inquiries are received at the

from foreign countries, too. Students this year were 


from 16 different states and four foreign countries. 


Dr. Hudson is now campaigning for a new dormitory, 
to cost approximately $100,000. Among his trustees, all 
of them interested in the project, are Judge F. W.

Convention) and A. L. Hoblit, banker, all of Carlin- 
ville; W. B. McKinley, recently elected to the United 
States Senate, and B. D. Butler, publisher of The Prai- 
rie Farmer, Chicago. 

“It is a real tragedy, every time that lack of ac- 
commodations compels us to turn away a young man 
or young woman who wants to enroll as a student 
here,” said Dr. Hudson, “because there is no other 
school to which he can go. The student with money

doesn’t need to try very often before he is located. 

“But if the student is poor enough to be admitted to 
Blackburn, and we can’t find a place for him to sleep-—- 
the question of feeding him is a much simpler prob- 
lem—then he just about has to go without any further 
education.

up at 5 o’clock in the morning and work hard, for the 
sake of an education, and then finds the chance denied 


him, something is very wrong with a society which 
permits such a condition to exist.”
